SEASONABLE NOTES. 


Writing in the Weekly Irish Times, the 
Poultry Correspondent says :— 
young turkeys are very subject to gapes; 
especially when the weather becomes wet 
and the rearing ground is in a soft 
condition. It is, therefore, necessary to 
keep them very dry, and clean litter 
always in the coops. A lump of camphor 
in the drinking water is a good preventive. 
Pheasant rearers who fear this disease m!x 
a few drops of spirits of camphor in the 
water with which the food is mixed. Be 
sure to keep the young turkeys out of 
long wet grass ‘‘Green’’ goslings may 
shortly be marketed. Do not attempt to 
fatten them, as they should be in 
good condition on the fresh grass, but 
a moderate supply of wheat or barley 
eacn day will help on any backward birds, 
and improve the quality, The cockerels 
intended for market should not be kept 
too long. As soon as they begin to crow 
and grow too leggy they go back in 
condition. Ducklings, too, waste away In 
a wery few days if not marketed at the 
right time—just when the stiff wing 
feathers are about half-grown.

TREATMENT OF LIVER 
i FLUKE. 


-. 


Stock-owners have now the choice of two 
drugs which have been proved effective in 
the treatment of fluke or liver rot. In dis- 
cussing the comparative merits of these drugs, 
it is emphasised, in a recently published leaftet 
of the Department of Agriculture, Dublin, 
that a éertain standard of ve and purity 
is necessary for each, and that it is easier to 
obtain a high quality, chemically-pure carbon 
tetrachloride than a male fern extract, Other 
practical advantages of carbon tetrachloride 
are its low cost and that the margin of safety 
in the case of sheep between the effective and 
toxic doses is much greater than in male fern. 
It is also unmecessary to weigh or fast the 
animals before dosing with carbon tetra- 
chloride, and a single dose of this drug is 
sufficient. The only disadvantages of»carbon 
tetrachloride, so far as at present known, are: 
that occasionally it may cause toxic symptoms 
and death when administered to sheep receiv- 
ing artificial concentrated foods, and that 
young cattle affected with liver fluke disease 
show considerably less tolerance for the drug 
than sheep. The cause of the occasional toxic 
results in hand-fed sheep is not at present 
known. In no case has Hl effect been re- 
ported in sheep running at pasture, And. in 
many instances, sheep on hand-feeding have 
shown no toxic symptoms after its use. — 

Having described the comparative merits of 
the two principal drugs employed in the 
treatment of the disease, details of adminis- 
tration in each case are given below; but the 
Departinent of Agriculture recommend that a 
veterinary surgeon should be consulted in 
every case where the value of the animals 
justifies the expense. 


Carbon. Tetrachloride (Sheep). 


This drug is a clear, heavy, aromatic fluid 
resembling chloroform. It is used extensively 
for commercial purposes, but the commercial 
quality should not be used medicinally, as it 
often contains poisonous sulphur compounds. 
The chemically-pure drug may be obtained 
in capsules. or bottles, from many of the 
wholesale drug houses. A good brand of 
guaranteed quality and purity is now on the 
market. in sealed lib. bottles under the name 
of ** Tetraform.”’ 

The dose of éarbon tetrachloride effective 
against adult liver flukes in sheep is very 
small; in many cases doses as small as 10 
drops have been effective. while a dose of one 
cubic centimetre (about 17 drops) has usuallv 
given satisfactory results, and is now regarded 
as the standard dose for sheen when adminis- 
tered in .capsule form. When given as a 
drench, up to 3 c.c. might be given to allow 
for wastage. It may be mentioned that doses 
of 20 to 30 cubic centimetres have been given 
with no ill results. It is not pecester are 
weigh or fast the sheep before dosing, #nd 
no special after treatment is required. The 
drug may be given to pregnant -or suckling 
ewes .in medicinal doses without danger to 
ewes or lambs. It is not, however. advisable 
to treat ewes within three weeks of lambing. 
or for a short time afterwards, except they 
are showing definite progressive symptoms of 
the disease, and then they should be verv 
carefully handled. In wnderteking the treat- 
ment of a lerge flock it is alwavs advisable 
to test the effect of the drug on three or fovr 
sheep hefore dosing the entire flock. This 
precaution is especially necessary when the 
sheep are receiving hand-feeding. 

If a number of sheep are to be treated, the 
drug mav-be mixed with oil or milk in bulk 
before «dosing as follows :—1 oz. (one table- 
spoonful—the ordinary tablespoon ín houre- 
hold use holds, when full, approximately, one 
fluid oz.) of carbon tetrachloride thoroughly 
mixed with half a pint (10 ozs.) of of or milk 
vould be eufficiert for the treatment of eleven 


as a dose. The mixture should be freshly 
made for each occasion, and kept well corked 
to prevent evaporation of the carbon tetra- 
chloride. The cost averages about one hali- 
penny per sheep. 


Male Fern Extract (Sheep). 


The treatment consists in giving two doses 


of the preparation on successive morvings 
after fasting overnight (12 hours). ‘or 


example, sheep may be removed from pasture 
on, say, Monday evening, fasted overnight, 
and given the first dose of the preparation on 
Tuesday morning; returned to pasture, and 
brought in again on the Pocchay evening, 
fasted overnight. and given the second dose 
on the Wednesday morning. This completes 
the medicinal treatment. 

It is important that the dose should be 
accurately regulated according to the weight 
of the sheep, as follows :— 7 

Small sheep, weighing 50 to 75 Ibs., 

be given 1 teaspoonful. 

Medium size, weighing 75 to 110 Ibs., may 

be given 14 teaspoonfuls. | 

Large sheep, weighing above 110 Jbs., may 

be given 2 teaspoonfuls. 

The drug should be well mixed and shaken 
up in about a wineglassful of warm milk, or 
Imseed or olive oil, and carefuly administered 
to the sheep by the nwuth. : 

Aíter treatment the sheep should not be 
allowed food or water for two or three hours, 
and should then be returned to pasture on 
high, dry ground, if possible, and given a 
ration pf cake or crushed oats, etc. For a 
few days aíter treatment the sheep. may appear 
dull, lie down a great deal, and show. a fickle 
appetite. Inyprovement should be noticed by 
the sixth day. :

Caution, 


Extract of male fern varies yery much in 
quality, and if not ot proper quality it is 
useless in the treatment of liver fluke disease. 
Arrangements: have, accordingly, been made 
whereby farmers and others may obtain 
supplies of the drug, of which samples haye 
been tested at the Department’s Veterinary 
Research Laboratory. 

Supplies of the tested drug may be obtained 
from most country chemists. 


Necessity for Repeated Dosing. 


Whether carbon tetrachloride or male fern 
extract is used in the treatment of liver rot, 
it is advisable that the treatment should be 
repeated every four or six weeks for the 
following reasons:—The small, immature 
flukes which are only on their way to the 
bile ducts at the time of treatment escape the 
effects of the drugs, and sheep grazing on 
wet, low-lying pastures after treatment con- 
tinue to pick up fresh infection. Successive 
small crops of fluke are thus likely to mature 
in the liver in due course. These second 
crops are sometimes sufficiently serious to 
arrest the progress made after the first treat- 
ment, or the sheep may again lose condition, 
and the symptoms of anemia and weakness 
reappear. 

By repeating the treatment at intervals of 
about a month it is possible to keep sheep 
practically free from adult flukes, even where 
the animals are retained on wet, lew-lying 
pastures, thus reducing very considerably the 
umber of fluke eggs available for carrying 
on the life cycle. 

It is recommended that all sheep grazing 
on low-lying, wet pasture known to carry 
fluke infection should receive treatment, 
whether they show symptoms or not. 

It should be understood that treatment. of 
any kind may not be successful in very acute 
cases, or very chronie cases, where the 
damage done to the liver is too extensive to 
expect repair.

Treatment of Cattle. 
) 
Liver fluke disease in young cattle is often 
complicated with small, round worm infesta- 
tions in the Jungs and stomach; and the 
chances of recovery in such cases are not so 
hopeful as in those where flukes alone are 
responsible for the symptoms. It is recom- 
mended. however, that in all eases of sup- 
posed liver fluke in young cattle. where the 
symptoms inclnde wasting end diarrhcea, the 
animals should be treated with carbon tetra- 


chloride or male fern extract. ' 
ia 


After treatment, the animals should 
housed if the weather is cold, and siven a 
liberal supply of nourishing food: In ad- 
vanced cases, good nursing and care are 


essential to recovery. 
Carbon Tetrachloride (Cattle). 


Carbon tetrachloride has been tried to 4 
limited extent in the treatment of liver fluke 
disease in young cattle, and results go to 
show that affected cattle do not tolerate the 
drug to the same extent as affected sheen. 
The drug has given promising results in the 
limited experiments carried out, but it must 
be used with caution. and the stock-owne'! 
who has young cattle showing symptoms of 
wasting, anmmia and general unthriftiness 
sheuld consult a veterinary surgeon in order 
to obtain a correct diagnosis and suitable 
treatment. 


Male Fern Extract (Cattle), : 

The animals should he fasted overnight 
aud dosed on three or four successive morn- 
ings about two hours before receiving food 
or water.

THE PIG, THE FARMER, AND 
THE FUTURE, 


——— 


The clues given by President Cosgrave at 
Holyhead last week as to the future agricul. 
tural policy of the Minister for Agriculture 
should give Irish farmers some food for 
conjecture, and more for thought. They can 
now begin to forecast the next developments 
m their industry, and should rather antici- 
pate and direct legislation and governmental! 
regulations before they are enacted than be 
come mere passive participants afterwards in 
the plans of the Department of Agriculture. 
We invite our farming readers, therefore, to 
re-read the President's address with care. 
In particular they should give consideration 
to his statement that Mr. Hogan “ is, I un- 
derstand, considering the application of the 
Live Stock Breeding Act to pigs—it has 
hitherto only applied to cattle -and the super- 
vision of the export trade in fresh pork. 
To understand just how the new develop- 
ments are likely to work out we think that 
farmers wil] be well advised to study afresh 
(or those who have not vet done so carefully 
to Study now) the Livi Stoex Breeding 
Act, and the Minister's Regulations arising 
out of it, and also all the.

quantities—over 48,000 bales were exported 
last year from Denmark to England, ‘more 
than half of which were taken in London. 
The Danish bacon import into England was 
value for one-third of £1.000.000 In the 
London market our price ranged from 104s. 


per cwt. to 114s., against a Danish price of 
99s. to 105s.. which may be the reason whiy, 
in last week's reports, London merchants 
made ‘‘enly a limited inguirv’’ tor Trish 
bacon.

Throughout the summer, fattened chickens 
are in demand, and as priees are still high no 


time should be lost in getting rid of surplus. 


cockerels, and also any pullets that are not 
intended for egg-production. Food grown on 
the iarm often begins to get scarce at this 
time of year, and the more cniling that is 
done now the more likelihood is there of the 
oats lasting until harvest. This is the time 
of year when poultry do not seem to pay for 
themselves. Eggs are always scarcer with us 
i” summer than in winter. 

Growing chickens consume a great quantity 
of food, and the pulleits must oe fed weil if 
we want them to start laying in October, so 
the only way to cut down expenses and bring 
in some ready money is to sell the cockerels 
or rejected pullets as quickly as possible;

The birds should he fed entirely on soft 
food, such.as boiled potatoes, pollara and 
Sussex ground oats, mixed “with: skim-milk. 
Beiled Indian meal can also be used in the

The 
food should be thin and sloppy, gradually 
thickening as time goes on until it is a thiek 
paste.

(Jjood breeding—Use the best available bull, 
and breed from the best cows. (Good quality 
and early maturity are essential. if msh 
cattle are to hold their present position in 
British market. 

Good feeding—Well-bred calves must be 
well fed if the good qualities they inherit 
are to be fully brought out. Good breeding 
without good feeding is disappointing, but 
calves must be well bred if they are to pay 
for being well fed. 

Good Housing—Provide light and. ventila- 
tion in all calf houses. Remember that sun- 
light is essential to health and- growth and 
that young calves, partienlarly, require a 
clean dry bed on a good floor which will not 
absorb urine and harbour germs. 

Good management generally—Close atten- 
tion to all details of management is most 
umportant. 

Observe cleanliness at calving time, ‘and 
adopt -precautions against white seour. 

Keep the house and feéding troughs clean 
and provide clean bedding. 

Allow the calves sufficient 
exercise. 

Dishorn in the first week all calves which 
are not intended for breeding.

Mr. Briscoe, Chairman of the Committee 
of the Municipal Gallery of Modern Art 
explained how the present collection of 
pictures in Harcourt street came into exist- 
ence. He declared that money had 
raised and the gallery opened in order to 
house the Lane pictures until better and 
more suitable premises could be secured. 
The sum of £12,000 had been subscribed 
in 1013 to secure such premises in Dublin. 

The Inspector—What became of that 
money ? 

Mr. Briscoe—I believe it was all given 
back to the subscribers. I also believe that 
at that time President Roosevelt gave a sub- 
scription of £1,000 towards the project. 

THE LANE PICTURES. 

Senator 8. L. Brown, K.C., giving 
evidence, said that when the question arose 
as to the disp@sal of the Lane pictures he 
acted as counsel for the Corporation and 
prepared the written case that was sub 
mitted. In 1924 a committee of citizens was 
formed, and he acted as their spokesman on 
a deputation that waited on the City Com- 
missioners to urge the necessity of the 
erection of a new municipal gellery. They 
were received very favourably. He had 
reason to believe that if.a municipal gallery 
were erected the question of the Lane pic- 
tures would be solved and Dublin would have 
a more than reasonable chance of getting 
them back. 

Mr. Dermod O'Brien, President, Hibernian 
Academy, referring to the collection in the 
present gallery in Dublin, said that there 
was a fine and representative collection. 
They hed a small collection of excellent 
engravings and no room in which to put 
them. e only place they had was one 
small section of a room in Harcourt street 
where etchings were crowded together, and 
if new ones were offered they could not 
accept them, as they had no place to put 
them. Further, he said that in Dublin they 
had no print room. The whole subject of 
the art of printing should be encouraged. 

They had in Harcourt street examples 
of the leading French artists, and one or 
two Italians; and if they had the Continental 
pictures now in London they would make 
the Dublin collection a fine and representa- 
tive one.

DERRY CHILDREN’S 
PLAYGROUND. 


PARLIAMENTARY POWERS TO 
BE SOUGHT. 

At the monthly meeting of the London 
derry Corporation, Mr. Stringer (the Deputy 
City Surveyor) submitted a report regarding 
the proposed children’s playground at the 
Lecky road, and said that the most suitable 
zreund would be a piece of land of 11 acres; 
or thereabouts, in the Watt estate. lt vas 
marshy in places, and two streams ran 
through it. Certain work would have to be 
undertaken involving considerable expense 1f 
the property were to be converted into a 
playground. ‘The trustees of the estate were 
prepared to sell this ground at £5,790 

Alderman Meenan moved that steps he 
taken to compulsorily acquire the ground. He 
said that it was absolutely necessary for the 
safety of the children to have a playground 
there. As it was, they were heing almost 
daily prosecuted for playing football on the 
street, and their parents were unable to pay 
the hnes

He thought that the owners w 
be glad to accept £750 for the ground. 

Alderman Captain Wilton said that 
neither the Corporation nor the ratepayers 
could countenance the payment of £5,000 for 
this ground.

Mr. Cosgrave announced that the Govern- 
ment, intends to amend Article 50, which 
lays down. the procedure that must be 
followed for the amendment of the Con- 
stitutaon after it has been in existence for 
eight years. The Government regards that 
procedure as too rigid. 


TO SIT ALL NIGHT. 


PROTESTS. BY .OPPOSITION 


PARTIES. 


President COSGRAVE moved that the 
Dail. sit not later than 8 a.m. to-day. 

Mr: 5. McENTER (F.P., Dublin County) 
asked the President to give reasons ‘for the 
extreme urgency that necessitated an all- 
night sitting. The Constitutional Amend- 
ad been contemplated since June 
or September, 1927, They were not issues 
in the elections of these months, and there 
was. no urgency about them. 

Mr. T. J. O'CONNELL (Labour, South 
Mayo), opposing the motion, said that he 
was thoroughly disgusted with what had gone 
on i ithe Dail during the past few weeks. 
It seemed to him that both of the big parties 
were more anxious to score off each other 
than to do the work that their constituents 
had sent them there to do. 

“They are engaged,” he declared, “in 
policies of manceuvring against each other. 
I have no doubt that the main responsibility 


for creating this position lies with the Go- 
vernment Party, and I cannot see the 
urgency of the Constitutional Amendment 


Bills.” . 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin South) said 
that the reason the President wanted them 
fo sit later was not the urgency of the matter, 
but in order that bills to amend the Con- 
stitution should be considered when the 
House had been seventeen hours in constant 
session, and when members would be unable 
to give the necessary clear consideration 
that they required.

Mr. A. J. CASSIDY (Lab., Donegal) 
ointed out that, under Standing Orders, the 
éuse was empowered to sit on four days a 
week, and if the Government was so anxious 
about it they could call the House together 
on Tuesdays. 


“BIG PRINCIPLES.’ 
Mr. P. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said 


that the Fianna Fail Party were trying to 


put an end to the over-riding arrogance of 
the Government Party, supported as it was 
by British force. The reason that they were 
putting forth all the opposition that was in 
them was because there were big principles 
of nationality and democracy involved. 

Mr. J. F. O'HANLON (Ind., Cavan) said 
that it was extremely tiresome for an Inde- 
vxendent deputy like him to come there and 
listen to that controversy between the two 
big parties. He joined with Deputy O’Con- 
nell in protesting, both against the manner 
in which the Government had brought in the 
bills, and also against the manner in which 
the time of the House was being wasted. 
The obstruction game was not new. It had 
been tried before, when English business had 
heen held up for Irish purposes; but now 
they were obstructing Irish business for no 
varpose. The performance of last Friday 
ad convinced him that obstruction had been 
carried too far. On that day they had, in 
yrivate members’ time, a speech lasting one 
Lives and forty minutes, and in which there 
was nothing. i 

It might be good policy to obstruct, but 
it. was not going to bring the country to 
prosperity to persist ‘in obstructing either 
private members’ or Government business. 

He thought, however, that the President 


might have found some other way of meet- 
ing the situation without calling upon mem- 
bers who came there to attend. to public 
business to sit up all night. 

Mr. G LAND (¥.F., Roscommon) 
said that he wanted to protest against the

President COSGRAVE said that there was 
no truth in the statement by Deputy Boland 
that these or any other Bills had been intro- 
duced in the Dail at the dictatom of the 
British Government. When the Constitution 
was being considered they were informed 
that certain provisions were considered to 
be part and parcel of the Treaty. The Dail 
was given an opportunity to accept or reject 
these provisions, but with the condition that 
the Goverment concerned would not take 
responsibility if these particuiar articles in 
the Constitution were not accepted. There 
was only one Bili on which Deputies opposite 
had strong opinions, and that was the Bill 


repealing Articles 47 and 465 of the Constita- 
tion. other Bills could be disposed of 
without any unrcasonable delay. Those Bills 


amending the Constitution were im’ accord- 
ance with the report of the Joint Committee 
that recently considered the matter. 

lf they were to have full and frank discus- 
sion on any one of these Bills 11 was obvious 
that they were not going to get it if there 
were to be a repetition of what had gone 
on there for the last three or four weeks. 
Late sittings would give them more time. 
Deputies had expressed an objection to 
sitting on Tuesday, and he agreed with 
Deputy O'Hanlon that it was not the best 
way to have ali night sittings. It was not 
likely they were going to. get accommoda- 
tion and was hot going to ask for what 
he would not get. He was going to ask 
Deputies to Sit on Tuesday ant early on the 
Wednesday in order to get through the busi- 
ness in time to give Deputies an epportunity 
of adjourning m the second week in July. 

AN INSULT AND REBUKE. 

Mr. HUGO FLINN (F.F., Cork) said that 
one objection he had to all-night sittings was 
that he wanted to get home to bed. “We 
miss,” he said “the Minister for Defence; 
we miss his vacant face from the Govern- 
ment bench.’’ 

The SPEAKER said that the deputy must 
not speak in insulting terms of any member 
of the House. He had warned him before 
as to that particular form ofS:ddress. The 
deputy should be ashamed of himself. (Hear, 


hear.) His remarks were irrelevant, and he 
should not persist in that kind of argument. 
Mr. FLINN said that the Minister for 


Defence had said that there was a deliberate 
policy of obstruction. The House was asked 
to do something abnormal. He protested 
against the proposal that the House should 
sit four days a week and all night till 8 
o'clock in the morning. Why should they sit 
ull that time? It was, he suggested, because 
the Government were incapable of making a 
programme of work for the House. at 
was to happen to an amendment that would 
be passed at 4 o'clock in the morning. 

lt was the business of his side of the House 
to see that the Governmenut did not do away 
with the machinery of the Constitution and 
the Standing Orders. The Government 
wanted to get the House into such a con- 
aition that they would pass anything in order 
to set home to bed. If the President wanted 
accommodation, and to create an atmosphere 
in which the House could consider other bills, 
to see whether they could amend or improve 
them, he could do it by taking out the 
criminal purpose—criminal as against the 
country, and as against the right and power 
of the people to deal with these matters— 
und then he would be dealing with a very 
different people. But as long as the con- 
spiracy was in existence against the people 
having control, then the President must look 
for stern and unrelenting opposition. 


SELECT COMMITTEE SUGGESTED. 

Captain REDMOND (N.L., Waterford) 
said that on a previous occasion in the Dail 
he had suggested the setting up of a Select 
Committee of the Dail and the Senate to go 
into the whole question of the Constitution 
and suggest amendments, if and where they 
were necessary. If the Government had 
taken his advice—it was given ten months 
ago—it would have been in a position to in- 
troduce a comprehensive measure dealing 
with the matter. The Government had only 
itself to blame for its present situation. 

He failed, however, to see how the loss of 
the initiative or the referendum would in 
any way endanger or diminish the liberties of 
the Irish people. The present system for the 
eléction of Senators must be amended, and 
he suggested that a short bill should be in- 
troduced extending the period of office of the 
Senators due to retire in September by a

Mr. M. BRENNAN (Independent, Roscom- 
mon) ob ected to the long speech of Mr. Aiken, 
and said that some people outside were saying 
that thi; House was being reduced to the 
level of a County Council) He felt that the 
Chair should have the protection of the 
House.

Mr. GOREY (Government, Kilkenny) said 
that insults to the Chair ought not to be 


permitted. 

Mr. BRENNAN said that it had been borne 
in strongly upon the majority of the House 
that there was a total attitude of disrespect 
to the Chair, that it should not be permitted, 
and that the House ought to make the Chair 
feel that its occupant had the assurance of

SILENCE. 
Mr. J J. BYRNE (Government, North

those sfeeches was the silence that had been 
maintaired towards them last week.

MR. LEMASS AND THE NEXT STEP. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin South) said 
that the bill was meant to take from the 
Irish people the rights given to them in the 
Constitution, and it was introduced because 
the Government was afraid to face the 
majority of the people on particular issues. 
They desired to get a clear expression of the 
people’s opinion on matters of importance, it 
was by means of the initiative and the re- 
ferendum that they could best get it. Per- 
haps the abolition and the democratic system 
of election would be the next step to be 
taken. 

He challenged the Government to take 
steps to get an indication of the people's will 
im respect to the measure. The Governmeat 


was afraid to free the people, and afraid to 
defend the bill in the Dail. They sat 
there mute of malice, relying on their 


majority to carry the bill. 

Mr. BVITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister 
for Justice, said that the difficulty was to 
find any arguments in the speeches of Fianna 
Fail members on the bill. He thought that 
there would at least be one speaker who 
would treat the question seriously on its 
merits. but not ome member of Fianna Fail 
had attempted to do anything of the kind. 
Mr. de Valera had, in his speech, put for- 
ward vituperation and unbounded invective 
as argument. 

The bill was not a dishonest bill, but was 
brought in to improve the Constitution. The 
Government considered that the Constitution 
had defects which should be rectified. In 
respect to the bill the people had been con- 
sulted; for it was made a plank in the 
platform of the Government at the last 
election, and the electors had approved of it 
ny returning the Cumann na nGaedheal party. 

e arguments of deputies of Fianna Fail 
appeared to be that representative govern- 
ment was worn out, and should be supplanted 
by initiation: He believed that representative 
Fran! was the best. íorm of government 
or the country, and that these matters of 
referendum and initiation were clogs on the 
wheels of representative government. 


POWER OVER OIREACHTAS. 

Mr. MeENTEE (F.F., County Dublin) said 
that it was because they believed that 
authority was derived from the péople that 
the members of Fianna Fail were anxious to 
uphold in the Constitution the sections that 
gave the people control over the Oireachtas. 
They had seen, he said, a leading article 
dictating a certain policy to the Government ; 
and the Government, which pretended to act 
in the name of the Irish people, meticulously 
follow the programme laid down in that newe- 
paper, which, whatever else it was, never 
was the friend of the Irish people. There was 
no security for any individual who dared to 
oppose the selfish, mercenary interest of the 
section which in reality controlled the Govern- 
ment. Tarliamentary. government in. this 
country had degenphated eo much that ‘there 
was no interest or right of the citizen which 
was secure from the Executive -Council’s 
aggression. 
r. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that Articles 47 and 48 were little discussed 
before the Constitution was framed. Attention 
was concentrated on other Articles. The late 
Minister for Justice, before there was any 
suggestion that Fianna Fail would come into 
the Dail or that a petition would be prepared 
under Article 47, had come to the cor gusion 
that those Articles, and the powers contained 
in them, ought to be removed from the Con- 
stitution, 

THE RESULT OF INEXPERIENCE. 
The Article® were introduced at a time 
when those who stood for them had even less 
experience of Government than the deputies 
on the other side had. They were introduced 
without any great consideration, and, after 
a certain amount of experience, the Govern- 
ment had come to the conclusion that the 
Articles were faddist schemes and that the 
Constitution would be better without them.

Mr. AIKEN—The oar were deceived.

and that because of the rigidness of the 
rocedure laid down in Article 50 it wouid 

impossible for the party which had a 
pt: so y in the country to amend the Con- 
stitution, Mr. Blythe said that the Govern- 
ment did not believe that the gM for 


amending the Constitution should so 
rigid as that. They believed the period 
during which the Constitution could be 


amended by ordi legislation should be 
extended, and that whatever extended period 
might be fixed, some new procedure ought to 
be devised to make it easier to amend the 
Constitution than it would be if the main 
provision of Article 50 came into operation. 
did not want a rigid Constitation 
that could not be amended. The action of 
Deputy de Valera in presenting the petition 
made it necessary to do something about 
Article 48. He held that it would uite 
wrong and quite unconstitutional in spirit to 
refuse to receive the ition and let the 
matter rest. It was obligatory to consider 
carefully, and as quickly as possible, the 
steps to be taken to enable a petition to be 
presented and acted spon: or else it was 
obligatory to amend the Article. [If the 
Article remained and were not deleted, then, 
certainly, it was obligatory on them to act.

Mr. DE VALERA said that he was not 
going to express any preference until he saw 
then: in black and white. His party would 
be prepared to discuss such a bill, and to 
indicate clearly their attitude immediately it 
was in black and white. The whole dis- 
cussion here indicated that they were right 
in their contention that the Constitution cas 
a whole ought to be dealt with, and that 1 
would mean much more rapid progress than 
they were making at present. 

The PRESIDENT—We are ‘onsidering 
that question, too. at the ‘moment. 

Mi. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
where a question involving the powers of the 
people was at stake, the people should be 
directly consulted on that particular issue. 


PUBLIC GO HOME. 
While Mr. Fahy (F.F., Galway) was spea 
ing in Irish the Public Gallery thinned con 
siderably, and all the women visitors de- 


Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin South) said 
that on the Government side of the House 
Articles 47 and 48 of the Constitution were 
now regarded as flaws, but it was ouly on 
the presentation of the Fianna Fail petition 
that this was realised. 

His party stood by the will of the people; 
but the attitude taken up by the Government 
Party was that the people would have to 
accept what the Dail decided to give them. 

Mr. COGNEY (F.F.. North Dublin) said 
that the electorate had been tricked into a 
Constitution which was published on the 
morning of the 1923 election. That Consti- 
tution contained Articles 47 and 48, and the 
people were told that the Constitution, of 
which these Articles were a part, was a great 
charter of liberty which gave ample oppor- 
tunity te the pecple to work out peace and 
prosperi‘y and reach the national goal. 

Mr. M. J. KENNEDY (F.F.. Loneford. 
Westme<th) said that the primary idea of 
the drafters of the Censtitution was that it 
should be used as a -ver towards national 
indepencence, but apparently the Government 
had a different idea 


THE CLOSURE. 
Mr. BLYTHE moved—*“ That the question 
be now put.”’ 
The SPEAKER accepted the motion. 
Mr. ANTHONY (Labour) and Mr. 
FLINN (F.F.) rose to speak, but the Ceann 
Comhairle insisted that he could not allow 
anyone to speak, as he had accepted the 
motion.

President COSGRAVE, at 1 a.m., woved 
the second reading of the Constitution 
(Amendment No. 13) Bill. He explained that 
the provision of the Constitution atthe 
moment was that, if a bill-.passed by. the 
Dail and being considered by the ‘Senate, 
was amended by the Senate or rejected, and 
if the amendments were not acceptable to 
the Dail, the bill was held up for days. 
After that time, unless three-fifths of the 
Senate so requested it, the bill automatically 
became law. If two-fifths of the members 
of the Dail presented a petition @ the Pre- 
sident of the Executive Council,.or, alterna. 
tively, if three-fifths of the Senaté presented 
the petition in the former case, the Dail 
petition would require to be ace@mpanied by 
a petition of 50,000 voters, and: in the case 
of the Senate, if they so requested, the bill 
should be referred to a referenfum. 
The present Bill provided for extending to 
eighteen months the peri ‘ during which a 
measure which had passed the Dail could be 
held up. At the end of that time the Dail 
might pass a resolution again, sending up the 
Bill to the Senate, and, if the Senate did not 
pass it, then, at the end of a further sixty 
daye, the Dail again would pass a resolution, 
and the Bill would be due for signature, and 
become law.

There was provision to greet the case of a 
dissolution. Suppose Bi was passed hy 
the Dail on the 1st of May and held up by 


the Senate. If a dissolution took place on the 
1st of August, when the new Dail came in, 
the period of eighteen months’ suspension of 
the Bil] would cut down to the first day 
of the assembly of the new Dail. If the 
Dail so desired, a period of twelve months 
could then run, or two months from the 
assembly of the new Dail they could pass a 
resolution, and the Bill would be due for 
signatare and become law. 


THE BENEFIT. 
Mr. McENTEE (Flanna Fail, Co. Dublin) 
asked what benefit the State would derive. 
President COSGRAVE said that the ex- 
tended period wouldjfafford greater opportunity 
for mature considefation, and very often 
accom tion wagreached in twénty months 
that would be impe@ssible in nine months. The 
Senate were giving up rights that had been 
bestowed on them five or six years ago, and 
this bill was by way of compensation.

If the Government wanted to deal with 
this question as it should be dealt with they 
would have to get back to the system of local 
government that existed before the amalgama- 
tion of unions. What lent colour to the sug: 
gestion of corruption was that ‘thefe were 
too few on the local boards. He hoped that 
before long they would have local government 
in fact, and not only in name; that the local 
bodies would be given power, and that the 
people would see that the right men were 
elected. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford} said that 
the Minister for Local Government had asked 
for cases of corruption—it was mot cases of 
corruption that counted, but proof that the 
system was defective. in a receut Waterford 
case the judge had asked the meaning of 
the phrase ‘‘not on the black list” after 
the name of one of the candidates when the 


results of the examination was shown to 
him. 
Mr. J. WOLFE (iInd., W. Cork)}—Who 


came first on the list? 

Mr. LETTLE said that that meant that the 
other names on the list were on the black list. 
It was ridiculous to suggest that the list 
| referred to ordinary misdemeanours; it was 
obviously a political list. 

Mr. W. DAVIN (labour, Leix-Offaly) said 
that Mr. 8. T. O'Kelly, in giving his recollec- 
tions of. the debate on the estabhshment of the 
Public Appointments Committee neglected to 
mention that Deputy Gorey and the Farmers’ 
Party strongly opposed. ‘the bill. Mr. 
O’Kelly was ignorant of the fact that the 
Public Appointments Committee consisted of 
three civil servants, who. were not the nomi- 
nees of any political party. He did not want 
a body consisting of political nominees. He 
believed that the heads of the medical and 
technical professions were better qualified 
fo select the best men than any county coun- 
cillors, no matter how well educated. 

The whole case made for the bill was that 
Fianna Fail supporters were not getting a 
fair deal from the Committee. If they 
wanted to make that case, the best thing 
for the Fianna Fail. deputies to do was to 
accept Mr. O’Commell’s amendment, and 
prove their case before a Select Committee. 

* CORRUPTION.” 

Mr. P. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that whén Deputies opposite did not 
agree with the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment they -were. not, entitled to ask for 
specific charges of corruption. They forgot 
that Deputy de Valera in the most specific 
way stated that there was corruption, and 
that certain members of his. party would 
give examples of it. 

Mr. DE VALERA—Yowu cannot tell the 
truth either. 

Mr. HOGAN—Now, don’t get excited. 

The Minister quoted from Deputy de 
Valera’s Speech, in which he said that» the 
talk about. corruption had turned on the 
Local Appointments Commission. It was 
very hard to know what the Deputy ever 
meant, but to any man who was not a petti- 
fogger. these words meant a charge of corrup- 


tion ‘against the Local _ Appointments 
Comp#ission. Deputy de Valera, oí 
course, did not charge the Local 
Appiintments Corhmission with cor- 
ruption. He said that he would leave 


that for others to do. Deputy de Valera 
never did make charges direct. He merely 
suguested; that had been his technique for 
the last five years. The statement that he 
(the Minister) had referred to was a specific 
example of that. If proved, the Toney 
could have it, and if not proved he could 
deay It, 

Mr. HOGAN again read the extract from 
ithe Official Report of Mr. de Valera’s speech 
‘on the bill, and said that the deputy had 
covered himself fairly well. He was a good 
judge of that. sort of thing—that was his 
technique. Anyone who knew plain English 
and was not a pettifogger would admit that 
Deputy de Valera had suggested corruption, 
and that members of his party would give 
examples of it. 

Dr. RYAN and Mr. F.

Mr. HOGAN—What is the indication of 
that’? It means that Deputy de Valera is 
found out, pinned down, and justified by 
the examples given.

He knew the meaning of the word Republie, 
but believed the people on the benches 
opposite did not. The whole theme of. Dr. 
Ward’s speech was that a man should uot. be 
appointed because he was not a certain re- 
ligion. The deputy had not said that; it was 
a suggestion, and there was no meaning in it 
unless it was a suggestion. 

Somebody had said that. the words 
Catholic; Protestant and Presbyterian should 
be forgot in the one word Irish. That was 
the doctrine they gave allegiance to on the 
(‘Cumann na nGaedheal benches— (hear, hear) 
but when a temporary -point was to be 
gained or advantage to be taken for a 
moment that doctrine was forgotten by the 
Republicans. It was the speech of a fourth- 
rate dispensary doctor to bring in religion, 
social pull, and the. rest of it.

Communism in Greece. 

While the direst want prevails through- 
out Russia, the Soviet Government is able 
liberally to finance mischief in other 
countries. At present—through the Greek 
Communist Party—it is financing the 
serious strikes in the tobacco-growing 
districts of Greek Macedonia. The tobacco. 
workers ional improved conditions of 
labour, including an eight-hour day; and 
e sympathetic’’ strikes have been declared 
by bodies of other workers throughout the 
country. According to the latest reports, 
some 250,000 persons are on strike ; rail- 
ways are idle, and many towns are without 
light and water. The Greek Government, 
though weakened by recent crises in the 
Cabinet, has taken a firm attitude towards 
this new trouble. It is prepared to 
examine the tobaceo-workers’ grievances 
as soon as they have abandoned the 
strike; but it refuses to yield to threats 
and will not hesitate to meet defiance 
with military force. The Government is 
satisfied that the strike has been organised 
by Communists, has been inspired by 
Moscow, and is designed as the beginning 
of revolution. A few days ago the Greek 
Chamber decided to renounce a com- 
mercial convention that General Pangalos, 
in the days of his dictatorship, had con- 
cluded with the Soviet Government. This 
decision involved the dismissal of the 
Soviet Commercial Delegation, whose 
offices at Athens have been, to everybody’s 
knowledge, a headquarters of Communist 
The tobacco-workers’ strike 
hours before the 
the Greco-Russian 
been precipitated;

Mechanica] Warfare. 


oe experiments in the art of 
mechanical, warfare are being carried out 
on Salisbury Plain by the Experimental 
Armoured Force. A military correspon- 
dent of The ‘Times describes the results 
obtained by the observations of the Royal 
Air Force. Aerial photographs, he says, 
showed that tlie units concerned in the 
manoeuvres suecéssfully achieved conceal- 
ment when at rest. Menace from the air, 
howéver, enforces serious delay on units 
which cannot move without discovery, and 
thus a retreating-«enemy, if well-supported 
by the aerial arm, ‘can escape. Since last 
year great progress’ has been made in the 
work of signalling, and in the manceuvres 
communication as maintained with 
distant armoured ‘ears, During experi- 
ments. in demolition strong ‘masonry 
bridge piers were attacked with a portable 
compressor plant.y “This work was 
reminiscent of pavement-bregking in 
Loridon.”

Old Irish Latinists. 


In the June issue of Studies Mr. Gerard 
Murphy continues his essay on the Irish 
peregrini,’ to the first part of which we 
drew attention in March. He propounds 
reasons for the belief that Sedulius him- 
self was author of the weil-known 
quatrain, Téicht do Réim, found in a 
codex preserved upon the Continent: 
“To travel to Rome is much toil and 
little profit; the King Whom thou seekest 
here, save thou bringest Him with thee, 
thou’ wilt not find.”” The many vernacular 
pieces of the sort that survive indicate 
that the peregrini “‘ already had acquired 
a sense‘of style and a knowledge of the 
true affinities of poetry before they 
attempted to express themselves in 
Latin.” To this cause Mr.’ Murpby 
attributes the freshness which marks so 
much Latin verse of Irish composition in 
an arid age. Some Irishman in Soissons, 
in the ninth century, is delighted to find 
fare that is more agreeable than the 
cervisa, a drink made from corn and 
barley, which the Irish usually drank, 
and he breaks forth: : 

Hine cervisa abeas! Vocitatus nomine 

. prisco, 
Ut tua. 
vent 
Another ‘‘ poor little wandering Irish- 
man” writes a begging letter, which he 
desires to speak in his stead, since he 
is no grammarian, neque sermone Latino 
peritus; but he ends on an exalted note 
with a verse:

Mentior haud vobis: omnia Christus 


habet. 

Mr. Murphy quotes also a letter addressed 
by an Irish priest to the Bishop cf Liege, 
complaining that he has been robbed near 
the monastery of all his goods.

OBITUARY. 


MR. WILLIAM HENRY GATER, 
MUS,.DOC. 
Henry Gater, Mus.Doc., 
avenue, Sandymount, 
Adelaide Hospital, 
Dublin, aged 79 years. Dr. “Gate, 
who was known as the blind organist, 
had been organist of St. Stepnens’s Church, 
Dublin, for more than half a century. As 
recently as Sunday last the Rector, the 
Archdeacon of Dublin, made a touching re- 
ference to his retirement after being organist 
tor fifty-four years. Dr. Water, he said, 
was an accomplished musician, who had com- 
posed various musical Services, none of which 
had been published, though er had. been 
performed in St... Stephens’s Church from 
time to time. 
Dr. Gater was one of the best authorities 
in Ireland on the history of music. His 
ability as an organist was widely recognised 
in Dublin, where he was held in high esteem 
by his professional colleagues. One of Dr. 
Gater’'s hymn tunes some years ago was 
awarded a prize at the Welsh Eisteddfod. 
Dr. Gater’s remarkable memory was of 
great service to him when his sight began to 
fail. Indeed, he had been noted years ago 
for giving long recitals from memory. Dr. 
Gater. was a graduate in music of Dublin 
University. He held the Divinity Testi- 
monium, and was winner of the principal 
prize in his junior year. On many occasions 
he had been Examiner to the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music. He was a regular 
attendant at the Sunday atfernoon Services in 
St. Patrick's Cathedral. Dr. Gater was an 
active member of the Masonic Order, of 
which he was Grand Organist.

MR. DENIS CAROLAN RUSHE. 


Mr. Denis Carolan Rushe, the well-known 
County . Monaghan _ historian and archeologist, 
died suddenly yesterday, aged seventy-five 
years. Mr. Rushe was active to the last. 
On Tuesday night he talked with his relative, 
Mr. M. G. R. Lardner, and spoke of meeting 
the Archeological Society next month. 
Yesterday morning he went, as usual, about 
his garden, but later in the day when in his 
library he became weak, and died. 

Mr.. Rushe was a member of a family that 
had been associated with the County 
Monaghan for centuries. Educated at St. 
Macarten’s College and Trinity College, 
Dublin, he was admitted a solicitor in 1878. 
He acquired an extensive practice in the 
Land Courts and Revision Courts, and had 
acted as agent in many parliamentary 
elections in County Monaghan and South 
Tyrone.. He probably was the last survivor 
of the nine men chosen to administer the 
Ulster Royal School endowments in the 
counties of Monaghan and Fermanagh on the 
passing of the Educational Endowments Act 
of 1885. His scheme for county university 
scholarships and secondary scholarships from 
primary schools was adopted by virtually 
every county in Ireland. 

Mr. Ruslie was the first secretary of the 
Monaghan County Council, and so well did 
he discharge his duties that on his retire- 
ment, in 1926, the people marked their 
appreciation of his services hy endowing a 
Rushe Ward in the County Hospital. Mr. 
Rushe acted as secretary of the New York 
Herald Relief Fund in 1879. His interest in 
mdustries was evidenced in his work for the 
Monaghan: Agricultural Show and the Home 
Industries Association. 

A Fellow. of the Royal Socicty 
Antiquaries, Mr. Rushe was author 
“Historical Sketches of Monaghan” 
“The History of Monaghan, 1660-1860.”’

The proposal was seconded by Mr. 
Bowerman, who paid a warm tribute to 
Mr. Whitley, and mentioned that Capt.» 
Fitzroy, in his occupancy of the post of 
Chairman of Ways and Means, had shown 
great self-possession, tact and judgment, 
and he hoped that he would not be lack.

It has become an unwritten 
rule that the Speaker chosen by one 
Parhament is chosen by the next. if he 
himself desires to be re-appointed, and 
that no opposition is offered to him in his 
own constituency. In all — probability, 
what has tempted the Liberal Party to 
depart from this rule is that at the last 
general election Captain Fitzroy had a 
majority of only 200 over his sole oppo- 
nent, the Liberal candidate.

TRAGIC END TO A NOISY SITTING 
IN BELGRADE.

K he: deputies were killed and 
several. others were wounded 
yesterday when the sitting of the 
Yugo-Slav Parliament was suspended 
after some violent scenes. 
M. Punicha Rachitch, a Montenegrin 
deputy, first of all made a speech con- 
taining severe criticism of the attitude 
adopted by the Opposition. His remarks 
(says Reuter) infuriated the Opposition, 
and tumultuous disorder broke out. So 
violent was the disorder that the Opposi- 
tion deputies came to blows, M. Rachitch 
being, conspicuous in the fighting. 
When a certain amount of calm had 
been restored, M. Ivan Pernar, a deputy 
belonging to the Raditch Opposition, 
hurled offensive epithets of a highly 
personal nature at M. Rachitch. The 
disorder broke out anew, and the Presi- 
dent suspended the sitting. 


THE FATAL SHOTS. 


As the President was rising, M. 
Nachitch flashed a revolver out of his 
pocket, and, in spite of his friends who 
tried to restfain him, he emptied the 
weapon into the crowd of Opposition 
deputies. 

Several members fell, and, in the dis- 
order which followed, the assailant dis- 
appeared. 

Two députies of the Raditch Party—M. 
Djura Bassaritchek and M. Pavle (Paul). 
Raditch—were killed outright, and four 
others—MM. Stefan Raditch (the leader 
of the party), Grandja, Jelachitch and 
Pernar—were wounded. 

M. Stefan Raditch underwent an opera- 
tion in the afternoon. Although the bullet 
has been extracted and no vital part is 
affected, his condition is serious, as he is 
suffering from diabetes, and complications 
are feared. The condition of M. Pernar 
is also serious. He was shot in the lung. 
M. Grandja was struck by a fragment of 
a bullet in the arm. 


MURDERER ARRESTED. 


M. Ratchitch was arrested later in the 
day by order of the Minister of the 
Interior. 


STATE FUNERALS. 


An emergency meeting of the Cabinet 
was held immediately, and the Govern- 
ment instructed the Public Prosecutor to 
start criminal proceedings against M. 
‘Rachitch. 

The two dead deputies will be given a 
State funeral, while the Treasury will be 
responsible for all the expenses of nursing 
back to health the wounded. The 
Skupstina will be asked to grant pensions 
to the families of the two dead deputies. 


NOT A PARTY CRIME. 


The official view is that the crime is the 
act of an individual, and that the public 
should not be led to believe that party 
politics are involved.

CALLED A BRIGAND. 


M. Ratchitch, speaking from his seat, 
violently condemned the Opposition’s 
methods.

Raditchist deputy, M. Pernar, who called 
him a scoundrel and a brigand. M. 
Ratchitch thereupon asked the Speaker, 
M. Ninkoperitch, for permission to defend 
himself from the tribune. 
During his speech M. Pernar continued 
to shout insults, and suddenly M. 
Ratchitch put his hand in his pocket. 
The Speaker, noticing the movement, im- 
mediately suspended the sitting, while the 
Minister for Justice; M. Milorad 
Vuitchitch, seized M. Ratchitch’s arm. 
M. Ratchitch shouted, “ Whoever stands 
between me and Pernar is a dead man,” 
and almost simultaneously opened fire on 


abdomen; M. Paul Raditch, his nephew, 
was shot me the lungs and died an 
hour later, and M. Bassaritchek was killed 


received less serious injuries. 
The whole Skupshtina was immediately 
cleared, the wounded deputies were taken 
to hospital, and the Cabinet met to con- 
sider the situation. 

HOLDING UP THE BUSINESS. 
A particularly serious character is im- 
parted to this unfortunate affair by the 
circumstances in which it occurred. 
During the past fortnight relations 
between the Government and the Opposi- 
tion have become more and more strained. 
The Opposition has shown a determina- 
tion to make the regular work of the 
Skupstina impossible in order to force a 
crisis, and, by making noisy scencs, has 
constantly interrupted discussion. 
About a week ago a new Belgrade news- 
paper, Yedinstvo, was founded, This 
attacked the Opposition with the most 
violent terms of abuse, quoting, as a 
pretext for so doing, the proverb: “ With 
swine one must speak like swine.”’ 

A PROVOCATIVE STATEMENT. 
In a recent issue the Yedinstvo 
published a statement in which it was 
urged that the only remedy for the 
present situation would -be to kil] M. 
Stephen Raditch and M. Pribitchevitch, 
the two Opposition leaders, on the same 
day. Both M. Raditch and M. Pribitche- 
vitch drew attention to the dangerous and 
provocative character of this statement, 
and declared that tne Yedinstvo was the 
organ of the Prime Minister, M. Velya 
Vukitchevitch. 
A statement was immediately issued 
from the Prime Minister’s office denying 
that the newspaper had any connection 
with the Government, but the unfortunate 
impression produced by the publication of 
the statement was immediately revived by 
this morning’s events.

A PRELIMINARY REPORT. 


The first volume of Census of Population 
of the Irish Free State, as compiled by the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, 
has just been issued, and contains twelve 
tables giving the population, area and 
valuation of each district. 

A preliminary report, which contained 
unrevised totals of the males and females 
in the Irish Free State in esch province, 
county, urban and rural district on 18th 
Apri], 1926, was published in August, 
1926. The present volume contains 
anter alia final figures for all areas used 
for official administrative purposes down 
to the district electoral division. 

A table is given showing the population 
at every census since 1881, and the number 
of marriages, births, and deaths registered 
in each province for the intercensal 
periods since 1871. The population of the 
Free State has decreased steadily from 
1881 until 1926.

While its human and dramatic appeal 
is irresistible, Miss Earhart and her 
gallant companions would be the last to 
claim any monopoly of applause. In that 
connection we feel that full justice has 
not been done to the heroic effort of Baron 
von Huenefeld, Captain Koehl and Major 
Fitzmaurice, who were the first and the 
only airmen to cross the Atlantic from 
East to West. Yet the executants of this 
record-breaking enterprise have returned 
home With hardly a word of recognition 
from the British people. 
They touched at Plymouth on Saturday, 
but, beyond an official greeting from the 
Mayor, they were given no inkling of the 
admiration felt throughout the United 
Kingdom for their marvellous feat.

In these days of fast-moving motor and 
‘bus transport, there may be a tendency to 
ruinimige, uf not altogether disregard, the part 
played in the business life of the country 
by the Grand Canal. If a thought is giveu 
to it at all by those whose ‘daily walk takes 
them by its waters, it is probably regarded 
as something that has outworn its uses; 
but in that. hasty conclusion one falls into a 
great error, The Grand Canal. is still far 
from being a spent service, and is still carry- 
ing on in a prosperous condition, while such 
companies as the Leeds and Liverpool. the

The Grand Cana] is the longest inland 
waterway system in Gréat Britain and 
Ireland. The main line extends from Dublin 
to Ballinasloe, in County Galway. The 
principal branch extends to Athy, where the 
cana] joins the Barrow Navigation (the pro- 
perty of the Grand Canal Company), which 
extunds as far as St. Mullins, in County Kil- 
kenny; while other branches extend from 
Sallins to Naas, in Co. Kildaré; Monasterevan 
to Mountmellick, in Queen’s County, and 
short branches from the main line to Eden- 
derry and Kilbeggan. At Shannon. Harbour 
the canal effects a junction with the . River 
Shannon, and the service operates over. that 
waterway from - Limerick to Carrick-on. 
Shannon; while at St. Mullins the Barrow 
Navigation enters the tidal waters and gives 
service to Waterford.

The case for the prosecution having closed, 

The prisoner gave evidence on his own 
behalf, and said that the row was c 
by Sergeant Sheppard, who, disappointed at 
not finding a drunken man, reported to be 
at Vico bathing place, used very improper 
lang anieat the witness and abused 
him. They had a few words, and Sheppard 
upbrai him for not having had any sum- 
montses taken out for a month, and told him 
that he must bring prosecutions by “' fair 
means or foul.” He got up and made a blow 
at Sheppard in case he (Devoy) might be 
shoved into the sea. In the struggle that 
ensued Sheppard fell accidentally ito the 
water. witness called out his name 
and received no answer he thought that 
Sheppard might have been drowned, and he 
went back to the. barrack. 

In reply to Mr. Justice Hanna, the wit- 
ness said that the original cause of the ill 
feeling that existed between him and Shep- 
pard had relation to a _ proséention in 
connection with two men who had gone into 
a local hotel after hours. 

The witness described the statements 
which had been put in by the prosecution 
as untrue in many respects. He absolutely 
denied the version of the struggle given by 
Sergeant Sheppard, and said that he acted 
only in self-defence. 

A " FANTASTIC" 6TORY. 

Mr. O'Connor addressed the jury on 
behalf of the prisoner, and contended that 
the evidence given on, the previous day, and 
upon which the prosecution founded their 
case, could not be relied on, and that the 
accused man was entitled to the benefit of 
the reasonable doubts which existed. Counsel 
submitted, further, that the story put for- 
ward by Sergeant Sheppard was fantastic, 
and in no respect of a nature which could 
justify a conviction, That a struggle had 
taken place between these two men was a 
common case, but there never had been any- 
thing in the nature of a murderous intent 
or premeditation on the part of the accused 
man. “The prosecution put forward a case 
that the prisoner had lured this man into a 
position of deadly peril, but there was 
nothing whatever to support such a theory. 
The first and only blows which his client 
struck were in self-defence, and that should 
put an end to the case. 

A RARE CASE. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in charging the jury, 
said that the case was one of peculiar. or 
exceptional importance, because it involved 
divectly two members of the Civic Guard. 
Attacks by a member of the rank and file 
on a superior officer were rare in .any 
civilised country wherein an established 
police force existed, and from that point of 
view it was an unusual case and would re- 
quire special attention and careful considera- 
tion. 

The Judge then reviewed the evidence in 
detail, and observed that each aspect of ‘it 
had been most forcibly put by Mr. Carrigan 
on the one hand, and by Mr. O'Connor with 
equal ability on the other. 
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CIRCUIT COURT, 
THEATRE BAR. 
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PROPRIETORS’ APPEAL 
ALLOWED, 


George Wilde and Loréan Burke, pro- 
prietors of the Queen’s Theatre, Dublin, ap- 

led against. a conviction in the District 
Courl, where Mr. Cussen imposed a fine of 
one guinea each on them on a summons for 
aiding and abetting in the commission of a 
breach of the licensing law. At the same 
time Mr. Maurice Bertram, who was the 
Excise licencee of the theatre, was fined 
£5 on a summons in which he was charged 
with a breach of the licensing laws by having 
vermitted persons to enter the theatre after 
B30 p.m. on the 4th February last. There 
was no appeal taken against the conviction 
in the case of Mr, Bertram, who was not 
represented in the District Court, and who, 
it was stated, was now in South Africa, 

Inspector Dunleavy repeated the evidence 
which he gave in the District Court, which 
was to the effect that on the date mentioned 
he saw a number of men enter the dress 
circle entrance of the theatre between 9,30 
and 10 o'clock. Some of them left imme- 
diately and were not admitted to the theatre. 
When he inquired of the doorkeeper where 
some of the men who gained entrance were 
he was told that some were in the dress 
circle and some in the bar. The doorkeeper 
adde:l that all who were admitted had pre- 
viously booked their seats. When the wit- 
ness went to look for them he was unable to 
find two of the tickets of the numbers given. 

Mics Kitty Foley, cashier in the box 
office, stated that she sold no tickets after 
9.30 on the night in question. She had 
looked seats for several persons earlier that 
day. 

Both appellants stated in evidence that 
they were not aware of any infringement, 
and that their definite instructions to the 
doorman were that he was not to admit any- 
one after 9.30 who had not previously booked 
a seat, under penalty of instant dismissal. 

Judge Davitt held that subordinates as the 
appellants were could not be held liable. 
There was no evidence implicating either Mr. 
Wilde or Mr. Burke, and he, accordingly, 
allowed the appeal.

UPKEEP OF SLANE CASTLE. 


REVENUE COMMISSIONERS’ 
APP7AL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MA. JUGTIDE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
VRNAGHAN,) 


The hearing EEA NB of the appeal by 
the Revenue Commissioners from an order of 
Mr. Justice Hanna, dated 13th of January, 
1928, made on the hearing of a “ case stated ”’ 
by the Special Commissioners, in which it 
was declared that the sum of £3,500 which 
was paid regularly to Marchioness Conyng- 
ham under the terms of the will of the fiith 
Marquis Conyngham, her son, should not be 
included in estimating her total income from 
all sources for the purposes of super-tax for 
each of the years ended April 5, 1921, and 
April 5, 1922. 

The main question in the case—whether 
the £3,500 was a gift and an addition to the 
other sources of income of the Marchioness or 
was received by her on a trust, turned upon 
the construction of a clause in the will dated 
April 11, 1915. The testator by his, will ap- 
pointed two trustees—namely, Mr. Herbert 
Arthur Seamen Blunt and his mother (the 
Marchioness), and devised all his property in 
England and Ireland (except his property in 
the County of Kent) to them upon certain 
trusts and subject to certain powers and 
conditions. 

By the first clause of the trust in the will 
the testator gave to the Marchioness the use, 
occupation and enjoyment of Slane Castle, 
Co. Meath, together with the gardens, 
Tagg grounds and appurtenances, for her 
ife; and, by the second clause, on which, it 
was stated, the real question arose, the 
Marchioness was permitted to receive during 
the same period, out of the rents and profits 
of the hereditaments and estates, a sum not 
exceeding £5,500 per annum for their main- 
tenance and upkeep, otherwise than for 
repairs, which were not to be included in the 
sum. 

The principal question involved was 
whether the receipt of the £3,500 was the 
receipt of an annuity absolutely, free from 
any provision for maintenance and upkeep— 
those words/being merely used to convey the 
motive of the bequest—or whether the receipt 
of the sum mentioned was obligated with a 
specific trust, applying to the maintenance 
and mm of the castle and its amenities. 

In his isna Mr. Nlustice Hanna had 
pointed out, ib was important to observe, 
that the trust in the first clause included no 
condition compelling the Marcnioness to 
reside in Slane Castle, and that the whole 
question turned on the trust in the next 
clause, which was a trust permitting the 
Marchioness to receive during her life, out 
of the rents and profits of the estate, a sum 
not exceeding £3,800 per annum for the main- 
tenance and upkeep thereof. 

Applying the elementary principle that a 
trust was created in a will or any other 
document by the use of words which bound 


the conscience of one person to the inten-' 


tion of another, he said he had come to the 
conclusion that the will did definitely impose 
a trust, and that the £3,500 should not be 
included in the estimate of the Marchioness’s 
total income from all sources for the pur- 
poses of super-tax for the years mentioned, 

Mr. McCann, K.C.; Mr. Lavery, K.C., and 
Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. B. 
Collins, Revenue Solicitor) appeared for the 
appellant; and Mr. Jellett, K.C., and Mr. 
Poole (instructed by Messrs. Montgomery and 
Chaytor) for the respondent, the Marchioness 
Conyngham. 

The arguments, the substance of which has 
been already stated, having concluded, 

The Chief Justice announeed that the Court 
would give judgment on Monday.

SEQUEL TO SALE OF LANDS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
John Martin, a farmer's son, who had for- 
merly resided on his mother’s holding at 
Easton, Leixlip, County Kildare, appeared in 
custody under the following circumstances: 
His mother was the defendant in the mort- 
gagee suit ®f McDonald v. Martin, in the 
course of which an order was made for the 
sale of the lands, and a receiver was also 
appointed. The lands were purchased by a 
Mr. Cairns. After some proceedings in Court 
John Martin was committed by Mr. Justice 
Meredith to Mountjoy Prison for an indefinite 
period for contempt of Court involyed in 
interference with the duties and rights of 
the receiver and the new tenant of the lands, 
While in prison he wrote to Mr. Justice 
Meredith asking to be released, and, as a 
consequence, he now appeared in Court by 
direction of the judge.

Gounsel said that in 1920 the plaintiff, who 
was ‘‘on the run,” imstrocted, his daughter 
to take certain moneys out of his safe and 
hand them to thé defendant, who was one 
of the Dail Eireann representatives for Co. 
Kerry, for investment in the Dail Yoan. 
The moneys included £160 of the plaintiff's 
own money, and the plaintiff stated thet his 
daughter informed him, and he belieevd, 
that she acted upon his instructions and 
handed to the defendant the whole of the 
moneys aml communicated his instruction as 
to disposal of them to the defendant. on or 
about 28th April, 1920. It would have been 
unsafe to have allowed the moneys to remain 
in the safe as they were liable to seizure at 
any moment in case of a raid by the British 
Forces. 

The master asked had the plaintiff been 
collecting the money. 

Mr. Gavin Duffy—He was collecting 
money in the district. The plaintiff was tho 
local collector for the Ballybunion Sinn Fein 
Club, and when he was away he -imstructed 
his daughter to hand over the money to the 
Parliamentary representative oef.the district. 

Mr. G. O'Sullivan {instructed by Mr. 

J, Marshall), who appeared for the defen- 
dant, said that he did not know whether Mr. 
Gavan Duffy wished to contend that the 
money was handed over to the defendant for 
safe keeping, or as subscriptions to the Dagl 
Loan. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—So far as the defendant 
is concerned, he got a lump sum from the 
plaintiff's daughter for investment in the 
internal loan. What the defendant says is 
this: ' It is not a fact that on the 28th 
April, 1020, or at any date, I received from 
Miss Clarke, the daughter of the said plain- 
tiff, any moneys of the plaintiff. The only 
monéy which I received from the plaintiff's 
daughter on the 28th April, 1920, was a sum 
of money which represented subscriptions to 
the Dail Eireann Internal Loan.’’ On that 
I am entitled to an atcount. Defendant 
said: ‘‘ The said sum of money was received 
by me solely in my capacity as collector of 
the said Dail Eireann Loan for the con- 
stituency area of North Kerry, and I duly 
forwarded the said sum, together with all 
other moneys received by me from the various 
areas of the said canstituency of . North 
Kerry, te the late General Michael Collins, 
then Minister of Finance of Dail Éireann,” 
and he sets out the various payments made, 
amounting to £9,229, representing subserip- 
tions for the Dail Loan. He says: “I did 
not at any time receive from the plaintiff or 
his daughter or from any other person any 
moneys for safe keeping.” Defendant 


admitted that we paid him a sum of money | 


on a particular date and we are clearly 
entitled to an account of the money which 
he admits he got from the plaintiff's daughter. 

The defendant, in his affidavit, stated, in 
addition to what had been mentioned by Mr. 
Gavan Duffy, that he himself was very much 
sought after by the British Forces at the 
time mentioned in the plaintiff's affidavit. 
and it sas absurd for the plaintiff to alleze 
that his money would be safer in defendant's 
custody than in the custody of plaintiff or 
his daughter, and, although the plaintiff and 
he were residents of practically the same 
locality, amd had met regularly for the past 
eight years, neither the plaintiff nor his 
daughter ever alleged that the sum of £160 
mentionec was handed to him-for safe keeping 
until the lapse of seven years and nine 
months. He collected the £9.229 from 2,850 
subseribers, and it was impossible for him at 
this stage to trace every subscription, as all 
the relative documents were forwarded by him 


to the Minister for Finance, and he was 
informed that the blocks of the receipts were 
subsequently destroyed to prevent their 


capture by the British Forces when he was 
impriscned. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that the money collected 
had bee, sent to the Minister, and the party 
who should be asked for an account was, he 
submitted, the Minister for Finance. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that his client had 
not got his bond for the £160 that he sub- 
acribed 

Mr, O'Snllivan—There is no allegation that 
he ever subscribed £160
